>% jheaters are proceeding steadily 


90% of Fires 
Preventable, 
Says Embree 


National Fire Prevention Week 


is built around the date October 8 
because it was on that day in 1871 
that the Chicago fire started—a con- 
flagration which destroyed 18,000 
buildings worth 195 million dollars 
and cost 300 human lives—Roy 
Anderson told Hope Rotary club 
today noon in Hotel Barlow. 


He was introducing Hope Fire 


Chief James A. Embree on a pro- 
gram celebrating fire prevention, 
and the insurance man paid high 
tribute to the man whose business 
it is to hold fire losses to a mini- 
mum. 


Chief Embree told the Rotarians 


that 09 per cent of all fires are 
preventable. 


He listed carelessness—the feel- 


ing that fires are something that 
happen to the other fellow—and 
arson, as the two prime causes of 
fire loss. Arson is a despisable 
crime, he said, because the man 
who sets a fire never knows where 
it will end; but arsonists are notor- 
iously hard to convict 
because 


juries feel some economic consid- 
£ration is due the fact that a man 
may have paid premiums to an 
insurance 
company many years 


without ever having collected one 
loss. 


Continuing, Mr. Embree said that 


grass fires are more dangerous 
han the average citizen believes, 
because, not only do they frequently 
spread to buildings, but when the 
'ire equipment is called away from 
he central station to fight a grass 
ire just so long is the property of 
he city left exposed to a real 
emergency. 


Chief Embree said Hope has 


many cases of fire hazards left 
unremedied in the downtown dis- 
rict, and which should be covered 
by municipal law—but he said the 
city-has been fortunate. through 
lie/years, in that only four lives 
have been lost by fire here in 20 
years, although the national aver- 
age for a city this size would be 
one life every year and a half.

This phenomenon was

lave developed to such an extent 
at Hamburg that the movement of 
.he air was comparable to a ty- 
phoon — a gigantic forge pumping 
air from all directions and 
the 


streets serving as conduits with 
flames rushing through them 
to 


meet the offered oxygen. A 
life 


and death struggle ensued between 
Lhe flames and the people, the kil- 
ter inevitably losing. 


The fire, the newspaper said, 


consumed the laslJ bit of oxygen 
in corrar.<: and finally 
exhausted 
:hat in air raid shelters which at 
the same time were subjected to 
unbearable heat. At the start of 
the bombing'-— when there 
was 


still lime —the people did not dare 
leave the shelters to face the hail 
of flaming bombs. 


Hamburg authorities who direct- 


ed the cleanup work said only a 
minute percentage of the popula- 
tion that dared flee when the attack 
started, escaped. A few minutes 
later the attacked area was en- 
circled by fire from which not even 
the 
widest 
streets 
and 
public 


squares could afford refuge. 


Those who remained in the shel- 


ters —i where at least 20,000 per- 
sons perished — were reduced to 
ashes. The authorities were quoted 
as saying the heat surpassed that 
of incinerators. One 
doctor ob- 


served the combustion of bones was 
more complete than in normal cre- 
matories. There were no traces for 
identification.
